Any person who continues to support the spraying program 
after such convincing evidence of the dangers involved, 
should see a child in the acute stages of Reye's Syndrome 
and they would never forget it as long as they live. 


We have already lost one child, Andrew Hopkinson, to 
Reye’s Syndrome, from the Provincial riding of Prince 
Edward/Lennox.

They consulted professionals 
and others familiar with 
handicapped or infirm patients 
and Ms. Rush even spent a 
couple of days in awheelchairto 
see just what the problems were. 


After a lot of trial and error, 
they established some basic 
principles. The clothes must go 
on quickly and easily without 
causing additional pain in the 
process: styles must be the kind 
that will be all right for years: the 
clothes must be loose and 
comfortable with pockets: 
materials must be attractive but 
durable. 


‘Our clothes get the worst 
treatment imaginable,’ Elinor 
said, ‘snagged on wheelchairs 
and going through the ‘boil and 
burn’ institutional laundries.’ 


Zippers are made more 
manageable by rings on the 
ends. Buttons, which are difficult 
for arthritic fingers to handle are 
replaced with velcor.,.the magic 
material which sticks to itself. 


‘There’s less staff in nursing 
homes now,so clothes that goon 
quishly leave the nurses time for 

joing something more creative 
with the patients,’ she said, 


Older people or those who 
have to sit around alot, don’tuse 
their muscles and the body 
shape changes. It becomes more 
like a pear. 


‘It's surprising, someone will 
look small in the shoulders but 
will be proportioned quite 
differently and will need clothes 
flared out at the middle.’ 


Dresses come in several basic 
styles, in four sizes, and retail for 
$36.95. 


The bulk of their market is in 
Ontario, but they now have 
distributors across Canada, and 
are starting to export to the 
states. 


‘We do a lot of promotion,’ 
Elinor said. 


One thing they do is to take a 
whole mobile store to a centre 
such as Rideaucrest nursing 
home in Kingston. The 
customers can shop right there 
in the morning and, in the 
afternoon, they hold a fashion

‘We get a lot of help from 
people in the community who 
make suggestions and criticize 
Right now we're working on a 
problem to help a man in a 
wheelchair. He needs an 
hydraulic lift to get out of bed 
and into the chair. But his pants 
can’t come off in the chair so he 
has to be lifted in and out forthe 
bathroom. This takes half an 
hour or more.’ 


They do make clothes for men 
too, but they find that men are 
more picky than women. 


‘Women will wear a variety of 
clothing in their life times, but 
men don’t. They won't wear 
raglan sleeves, for example, 
which are looser and easier to 
get into.” 


The employees run the 
business. A government grant 
and a low capital investment 
started them off. 


‘We're just babies yet,’ Elinor 
said, ‘We have no funding other 
than sales but we're happy to be 
breaking even, meeting 
expenses and building a 
customer group.” 


Staff fluctuates from 9 to 15 
depending on the sales. Sales are 
seasonal with a tremendous 
boom at Christmas and in the 
spring. 

‘We're trying to find another 
or different product now to fillin 
the valleys,’ Ms. Rush said. ‘Right 
now, we are working on some 
large contracts for the Ministry 
of Health. We're testing special 
designs for shirts for the 
residents at Prince Edward 

Heights...with no snaps or 
buttons to do up.’

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STARGAZING = 


A large number of 1st magnitude or 
brighter objects are visible at 
maptime—three of them planets. In 
descending order of brightness they 
are Jupiter, Sirius, Mars, Arcturus and 
Vega (close to the northeastern 
horizon at maptime, Vega will be 
easier to see later in the evening 
when it is higher in the sky), Capella, 
Rigel, Procyon, then Saturn, 
Betelgeuse, Aldebaran, Spica, 
Pollux and Regulus for a grand total 
of 14. Late in the month the total 
reaches 15 when Mercury, about 
equal in brightness to Mars, puts ina 
brief appearence in the north- 
northwest just after sunset 


Mercury is quite elusive. Always close 
to the sun and therefore never high in 
adark sky it darts between brief 
appearences in the morning and 
evening twilight. Toward the end of 
April when sunset finds it about 15° 
above the horizon, look for it with 
binoculars. Mercury is south of the 
Pleiades star cluster, outshines 


Aldebaran the only bright nearby star 
and, on the 25th, is north of a thin 
crescent moon. 


Remember, planets “wander” against 
the background of fixed stars and do 
not have a characteristic seasonal 
position. This year, Mercury is a 
morning object from February 7 to 
April 4, June 10 to July 18 and 
October 8 to November 5; an evening 
object from January 1 to 26, April 19 
to May 24, August 3 to September 27 
and December 6 to 31. This year's 
best circumstances for observing it 
occur during the first week in May. 


In contrast to the difficulties 
encountered when trying to locate 
Mercury—Jupiter, Mars, Saturn and 
Venus pose little challenge. This is 
particularly true of Venus and Jupiter 
because in their brilliance they far 
outshine Sirius our brightest star. This 
year the earth passes three of these 
planets in less than a month with 
Mars at opposition on March 30, 
Saturn an Anril 8 and .hiniter on April 


25. When a planet is at opposition it is 
visible all night. At the end of April this 
trio enhances the southeast at twilight 
then, with Mars leading and Jupiter 
trailing, they swing in an arc across 
the southern sky. Dawn finds them 
setting in the west. 


Located in Virgo for the next few 
months Mars, Saturn and Jupiter 
form a fairly compact group with this 
constellation's brightest star, Spica 
Watch their relative positions change 
as they drift gradually toward the 
western horizon through spring and 
summer until September when Mars 
and Saturn are lost in the sun's glare 
to be followed, a month later, by 
Jupiter. Never occupying more than 
35° of sky they are closest in mid- 
summer when they span about 15°. 


Venus 's now a brilliant morning “star” 
and will continue to dominate the 
eastern horizon just before sunrise 
until September. On April 1, Venus 
reaches its greatest angular distance 
from the sun. Half its sunlit side then 


faces the earth and it looks like a tiny 
quarter moon in a telescope lf one 
knows where to look it is possible t0 
see Venus in the daytime. Indeed this 
is when an experienced observer 
prefers to train a telescope on this 
planet. But a word of caution: take 
care never to look at the nearby sun

TORONTO — Ontano Trans- 
portation and Communications 
Minister James Snow reminds 
motonsts that backing up on 

all divided highways is pro- 
hibited, effective Apnl 1, 

1982. 

“The legislation applies on 

all highways divided by a 

median stnp. with a posted 

speed limit in excess of 80 
km/hr,” Snow said. 

“It’s designed to reduce the 
number of accidents resulting 
from this unsafe driving prac- 
tice, particularly by dnvers 
who elect to back up after 
missing an exit ramp.” 

Snow said more than 200

James Taylor, MPP Prince 
Edward/Lennox, says the recent 
amendments to the Public 
Commercial Vehicles Act will 

reduce the conflicts 
between those in the commer- 


cial trucking business and 
farmers. 


‘For some time, those in the 
trucking business have 
complained that some farmers 
were using their farm-licensed 
trucks for commercial purpose,’ 
Taylor said. 


Since 1972, farmers have been 
able to purchase the cheaper 
farm plates rather than the costly 
commercial ones provided they 
used their trucks only for their 
personal transportation and the 
transportation of their farm 
products, supplies or equipment 
to and from their farm. 


‘In the past, farmers might 
technically be breaking the law 
when they moved livestock they 
had sold to the new owner, 
when, in fact, it was little more 
than a neighbourly gesture,’ 
Taylor explained. 


‘Itis also generally agreed that 
farmers should not be penalized 
for bringing back supplies for
